Rubber bracelets created in memory of 
Daisy Duke will soon be available for pur¬ 
chase in Didsbury. 

The black and white wristbands were 
designed by Saranna Arthur-Erickson, a 
member of a team handling the Southern 
Alberta region of the “Stop Cruelty to 
Animals Petition” started by local dog 
groomer Tamara Chaney. 

“With the volume of emails and phone 
calls we’ve all received 1 wanted to touch 
the hearts of Canadians becuase this has 
been very, very hard on them," said Arthur 
Erickson. 

The hands resemble the popular yellow 
“Livestrong” bracelets and carry two mes¬ 
sages: “Stop Animal Cruelty” and “In 
Memory of Daisy Duke”, with paw prints 
between the two statements. 

Arthur-Erickson is donating her next 
shipment to be split between Chaney and 
Krebs Vet Clinic, which will serve two pur¬ 
poses. 

The 100 bracelets she’s giving to Chaney 
are meant to help offset some of the costs 
she’s incurred in order to keep her petition 
for stricter animal cruelty laws going. 

“We’ve collected thousands of signa¬ 


tures,” said Chaney. 

“It's just been nuts." 

That success has been expensive, so 
Arthur-Erickson said money left over from 
the bracelet campaign will go to Alberta 
animal shelters and to further help 
Chaney. 

Funds raised through the sale of wrist¬ 
bands through Krebs Vet clinic will go 
back into the community by way of free 
vet bills.

“The condition was that the money go to 
someone who maybe doesn’t have the 
means to pay for a vet bill,” said Arthur- 
Erickson. 

She’s leaving that up to the discretion of 
Krebs vet clinic staff. 

The first shipment of 500 bracelets sold 


out in Southern Alberta in less than five 
days. 

After Didsbury gets its batch, more will 
be sent to Quebec, (hitario, B.C. and even 
Scotland, for distribution. 

“A lot of the bigger centres are getting 
wind of them, it’s branching off really 
fast,” said Arthur-Erickson. 

“The response has been excellent and I 
am overwhelmed by people’s kindness." 

If she had the financial means, Arthur- 
Erickson said she’d give the wristbands 
away free of charge, to spread the mes¬ 
sage. But even at $5 a piece, they’re going 
“like hot cakes”. 

“It’s been a little crazier than 1 thought it 
would be, but I’ve been blessed that it's 
gone this way, honestly,” she said. 

“It’s a good thing for Didsbury and a

With performances by Wide Mouth 
Mason and Lisa Brokop planned, there 
will be plenty to see and hear. 

But the biggest reason to come out, 
according to local organizers, is to offer 
support to fellow residents who need a lit¬ 
tle help this holiday season and year- 
round. 

“It’s certainly great entertainment, but 
the main reason is to collect money,"said 
Colleen Gustuvson, Town of Didsbury. 

Anyone planning to partake in the event 
is asked to bring along a non-perishable 
food item or cash donation for the 
Mountain View Food Bank. 

Gustuvson said many people don’t real¬ 
ize just how wide an area and how many 
people the food bank helps. 

“1 think one of the biggest misconcep¬ 
tions is that the Mountain View Food Bank 
is just in Olds, but a lot of people don’t 
know it serves the whole area,” she said. 

While the organization is experiencing a 
17 per cent decrease in need this year, 
there are still many families and individu¬ 
als using the service. 

Since January it has fed 3,480 people 
throughout the county of Mountain View. 


In the month of November, it sent out 
154 hampers and fed 370 people. 

And in Didsbury alone, 117 hampers 
have been sent out this year. 

“Those are fairly high numbers, espe¬ 
cially considering the economy we’re in 
now,” said Gustuvson. 

“And these numbers don’t include the 
people who actually go down to the food 


bank.” 

Last year’s holiday train collected nearly 
three pickup truckloads of non-perishable 
food items at its stop in Olds, and one in 
Didsbury. 

This year the train is making fewer 
stops, to create more efficiency, so it will 
move from Red Deer, to Didsbury and 
then on to Airdrie without stopping in 
between. 

“They had to streamline so they could 
actually meet some schedules,” said Bill 
Windsor, Chamber office manager. 

Windsor and Gustuvson hope the county 
will come together in Didsbury this year. 

“I think it’s a great event and I think it’s 


great Didsbury was chosen," said 
Gustuvson. 

“But we hope people from all over the 
county will show up and support the food 
bank and partake in the entertainment.” 

Another change this year is that the 
entertainment will happen on the west 
side of the train station instead of the east 
side as in the past. 

Activities start at 6 p.m. at the train sta¬ 
tion and the train itself is scheduled to 
arrive at 7:15 p.m., with performances to 
begin at 7:30 p.m. 

“It’s just a great festive thing; you've got 
entertainment and it’s for an awesome 
cause,” said Gustuvson.
